STATEMENT FOR THE YEAR 1905. 


1. LEGISLATION. 

There were seventeen Orders issued under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts in Ireland during the year 1905. 

i Three of these were of general application, namely : — - 

The Sheep Scab (Ireland) Order of 1905. 

The Sheep Scab (Local Regulations) (Ireland) Order of 
1905. 

The Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) Amendment 
Order of 1905. 

Further references to these Orders will be found at pages 7, 
8 and 15. r b 

Of the fourteen other Orders, two regulated the movements 
of horses to certain Shows on account of the disease known as; 
Epizootic Lymphangitis ; ten authorised Local Authorities to 
slaughter and pay compensation for certain horses in connec- 
tion with outbreaks of Epizootic Lymphangitis; one was a 
temporary local Order relating to White Scour in calves and 
the remaining one was a Revocation Order

It will be observed from this table that the scheduled dis- 
eases of cattle are again limited to one malady, Anthrax, of 
which only four outbreaks were confirmed ; and that there is 
a considerable decrease in Sheep Scab and Swine Fever ; 
while, on the other hand, as regards diseases in horses, asses, 
and mules, there is, in comparison with the year 1904, an 
increase of 19 outbreaks of Glanders or Farcy, 7 of Parasitic 
Mange, and 9 of Epizootic Lymphangitis. 


Sheep Scab. 

It is satisfactory to note that there has been a substantial 
decrease in the outbreaks of this disease, the total being the 
smallest for the last eight years.

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The detailed tables respecting Sheep Scab are printed at 
pages 83-84. 

In the 'Report for 1904 reference was made to the recommen- 
dations as to compulsory dipping of sheep made by the Depart- 
mental Committee appointed by the Board of Agriculture and 
.Fisheries, and on which Committee Ireland was represented, 
to investigate experimentally and report upon certain questions 
connected with the dipping and treatment of sheep. 

As a consequence of these recommendations two general 
Orders were issued in Ireland in 1905, entitled the Sheep Scab 
(Ireland) Order of 1905, and the Sheep Scab (Local Regula- 
tions) (Ireland) Order of 1905. The former of these Orders 
contains provisions the object of. which is to make more effec- 
tive the previously existing procedure for dealing with out- 
breaks of Sheep Scab. It provides for the services of Notices 
reqmnng the detention of sheep which appear to be affected 
with the disease, or which had been so affected within twenty- 
eight days or which had been in the same flock or on the same 
farm field, or other place with affected sheep. These Deten- 
tion .Notices remain in force until the sheep in the place of 
detention are free from disease and have been thoroughly 
dipped m an efficient sheep-dip approved by the Department, 
in the presence of and to the satisfaction of the Inspector of 
,. le . Authority, and until the place of detention has been 
disinfected in accordance with certain prescribed require- 
merits . 


The Order also authorises the service of Isolation Notices in 
regard to sheep believed or suspected to have been exposed to 
the infection of Sheep Scab. The effect of this notibe is to 
piohibit the movement of sheep out of the specified place of 
Relation for a period of fifty-six days unless during that period 
all the sheep therein have been thoroughly dipped in an 
efficient sheep-dip m the presence and to the satisfaction of an 
Inspector of a Local Authority or other authorised, officer. 

The Order contains also very detailed requirements as to the 
a e bent ^ dl , s , mfectl . on 9* P^es m which diseased sheep 

Othe, we l f as 0f T eblcles ’ utensils > pens, hurdles, or 

othei things used for or about such sheep. Stringent regula- 
tions are furthermore enacted against the exposure of affected 
or suspected sheep at markets, fairs, or sales, and against their 
movement by road, railway, vessel, etc. 

Important new provisions in relation to sheep-dips are like- 
wise included in the Order. The object of these provisions is 
to secure that the dipping of sheep for Scab in Ireland shall be 
carried out with preparations likely to be effective foi the pur- 
, . Presc 1 n P tl 1 ons respecting three suitable dips are em- 
bod ed in a schedule to the Order. Persons having the needed 
facilities can prepare these dips themselves from the informa 
tion given. As alternatives to these preparations any dip 
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otherwise approved by the Department may be used. Before 
such approval is in any case given, samples of the dip have to 
be submitted, so that it may be determined by analysis whether 
the preparation not only accords with what is stated respecting 
its composition, but that its ingredients are such as to render 
it an efficient remedy for Scab when used in the manner 
recommended by the manufacturers. Up to the present sixty- 
six of these proprietary dips have been approved by the Depart- 
ment, including fifteen submitted by Irish proprietors. 

The Sheep Scab (Local (Regulations) (Ireland) Order of 
1905, the second of the two Orders mentioned above, confers 
very comprehensive powers on Local Authorities as to the 
making of regulations with the view of preventing the spread 
of Sheep Scab. They are enabled to make such regulations as 
they think fit for the following purposes or any of them : — 

(a.) For prescribing, regulating, and securing the periodical 
treatment by thorough dipping in an efficient sheep- 
dip of all sheep within their district, or within any 
part or parts thereof. 

( b .) For prohibiting or regulating the movement by land or 
by water of sheep into their district from the district 
of any other Local Authority in Ireland. 

(c.) For regulating the subsequent movement of sheep 
which have been moved from outside their district to 
a place of destination within such district. 

(d.) For requiring the occupier of any premises within their 
district to which sheep are moved from outside such 
district to notify forthwith the arrival of the sheep to 
the Local Authority. 

(e.) For prohibiting or regulating the movement by land or 
by water of sheep within the whole of their district, 
or within any part or parts thereof. 

(/.) For prohibiting or regulating the exposure or sale of 
sheep in or at any market, fair, auction, sale-yard, 
sale, or place of exhibition within their district. 


For a considerable time, however, there was a good deal of 
hesitation on the part of Local Authorities in taking action 
under this Order notwithstanding that the Department' had, 
m dinerent circulars, urged on them the propriety of, in par- 
ticular, adopting sheep-dipping regulations. But of late, it is 
gratifying to note, the reluctance to make such regulations 
has largely disappeared. A substantial majority of the County 
Councils have, m fact, now decided in favour of compulsory 
sheep-dippmg in their respective districts, and it is hoped that 
ere long it may be practicable to record that a network of re°u- 

in/nnt C0 +® nng m°i5 Slb J y . th ? entire eountr y has been brought 
into opeiation. This desirable result, if achieved, will be in a 
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large degree due to the effective support given in the matter 
to the Department by the Council of Agriculture established 
under the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act 
1899 At their last meeting, held in May, 1906, this Council,’ 
on which the different Comity Councils are represented, dis- 
cussed at length the question of further measures for the 
eradication of Sheep Scab, arriving finally at a unanimous 
resolution . approving of sheep-dipping twice in the year, and 
urging the Local Authorities to take action on the lines sug- 
gested by the Department. It may further be mentioned that 
the Department, in anticipation of the desired action by the 
-bocal Authorities, issued a memorandum on sheep-dipping 
containing information and suggestions which it is hoped will 
have advantageous results in diffusing knowledge of approved 
methods in connection with sheep-dipping. 

It may be added, before passing from this section, that 
during the year 1905 there were 134 prosecutions for offences 
against the statutory provisions regarding Sheep Scab. Con- 
vietions were obtained in 121 cases , and fines amounting to 
±50 3s. 7a. were imposed besides costs. 


Swine Fever. 

was . a Y er y satisfactory decline in the prevalence of 
this disease in the year 1905. The total number of separate 
owners premises in Ireland on which Swine Fever was eon- 
nrmed as existing during that year was 137 as compared with 
301 m the year preceding. This striking reduction is also, it 
should be noted, even more favourable than the actual figures 
indicate, as nearly two-thirds of the places on which thf dis- 
ease was found last year were concentrated within a circum- 
scribed area m two counties in the South of Ireland where 
infection seemed to be specially prevalent during a part of 
1905 1 ^ In the remainder and by far the greater part of the 
coun ly, i e., in 30 counties out of 32, Swine Fever appeared 
m all on less than fifty places throughout the entire twelve 
months, and it is to be noted further that in 18 out of these 30 
counties no outbreak whatever was confirmed in 1905, and in 
each ol 6 others the disease was recorded as appearing at one 
place only during that period. °

combating the disease m the limited area of prevalence referred 

Swto° V w ^ atte ? d ? d . with good results, as the last case of 
bwme Fever recorded m such area in 1905 occurred on 15th 
September, and a period of over seven months then followed 
without the occurrence therein of any further case. 

The detailed tables in regard to Swine Fever will be found 
at pages 72-74 Further information respecting the operations 
in dealing with this disease in 1905 is given in the report of 
the Chief Inspector, vide page 16 et seq. p 
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It may be desirable to allude here also to the fact that, since 
the issue, last year, of the similar report for 1904, that portion 
of the general Swine Fever regulations of the Board of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries which controls the admission into Great 
Britain of swine from Ireland has been modified by the issue 
of a fresh Order, entitled the Swine Fever (Movement from 
Ireland) Order of 1906, which came into operation on 1st 
March, 1906. Under this Order movements of store swine 
from Ireland to Great Britain, which, for over twelve months 
previously, had been prohibited, have been resumed, subject to 
specified conditions as to Declaration and Licence having the 
effect of requiring that the animals shall, in all cases, go direct 
from their homestead in Ireland to the intended place of 
destination in Great Britain, and on arrival thereat shall be 
detained and isolated for a period of twenty-eight days. 

In the first four months following the commencement of 
this Order, 11,662 store swine were exported. 


Anthbax. 


As already mentioned, the recorded outbreaks of this disease 
in Ireland in 1905 numbered four only. The cases occurring 
were confined to cattle, and involved the death in all of six 
animals. Two of the outbreaks occurred in the Province of 
Ulster, one in Munster, and one in Leinster. No outbreak 
was reported from the Province of Connaught. 

One of the Ulster outbreaks came to light through the detec- 
tion of evidences of the disease in Glasgow in a carcase illegally 
forwarded for disposal in that city. A like case had occurred 
in 1904, and, through the co-operation of the Glasgow Muni- 
cipal Authorities, the offenders were, in that instance, made 
amenable by prosecution before a court of summary jurisdic- 
tion in the locality where the outbreak had occurred. It was 
hoped that similar action could be taken respecting the case in 
1905, and all necessary arrangements were being made for the 
purpose, but one of the persons concerned in the transit of the 
carcase who was deemed to be an essential witness suddenly 
left this country, and, though careful enquiry was made, his 
subsequent whereabouts could not be traced. The intended 
prosecution had consequently to be abandoned. 


Babies. 

No case of Babies was confirmed in Ireland in 1905. The 
date of the last recorded outbreak is 30th June, 1903. During 
1905 experimental investigations were made in five supposed 
cases, but in no instance was the existence of disease con- 
firmed. 
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Glanders or Farcy. 

At no period during the past twenty-five years has Glanders 
been widely prevalent in Ireland having regard to the large 
number of horses, asses, and mules in the country over 
883,000 in the year 1905. 

There was, however, an increase of nineteen in the number 
of outbreaks of Glanders that occurred last year as compared 
with the number in the preceding year. The figures are, 
30 outbreaks m 1905 as against 11 in 1904. 

This increase was mainly due to the appearance of a number 
of cases of the disease among the horses belonging to an impor- 
tant company whose horses work over long distances through 
a wide extent of country. Prompt measures were taken 
by the local Authorities, acting in co-operation with the De- 
partment, for the suppression of the disease in these and in 
other instances where its existence was confirmed. The 
horses clinically affected were slaughtered. Those in contact 
with the affected animals or otherwise exposed to infection 
were subjected, with the owners’ consent, to the Mallein Test, 
and when the result of the test in any case was such as to 
afford evidence of the existence of the disease, the animal was 
slaughtered. 

In connection with the 30 outbreaks 130 horses were slaugh- 
tered and 5 died. There is reason to hope that there will be 
a considerable reduction of the disease in the year 1906, only 3 
outbreaks, involving 10 animals, having occurred in the first 
25 weeks of the year 1906. 


Parasitic Mange. 


The history of this disease in 1905 calls for no special re- 
mark. The outbreaks in the last three years were :

In seventy-three instances during the year there were prose- 
cutions for offences against the regulations respecting this dis- 
ease, and fines amounting to £70 145., apart from costs were 
imposed. 


Epizootic Lymphangitis. 

This disease, which, prior to the year 1903, was unknown 
in Ireland, was for a considerable time a source of much 
anxiety. There is, however, fair ground for hoping that it has 
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now ceased to have any lodgment in this country. From the 
War Office statistics in the matter it is gathered that since its 
first appearance here in 1903 it occurred in all at thirteen Irish 
Military stations in different counties, the number p£ actual 
cases of the disease recorded at these places being 45. All the 
animals thus found affected were slaughtered by the Military 
Authorities and the carcases destroyed, in addition to the adop- 
tion of other approved precautions in connexion with the out- 
breaks ; and it is at present over ten months since any case of 
Epizootic Lymphangitis at a Military station has occurred. 

Where outbreaks have appeared outside the confines of 
Military premises or units in Ireland, the Administrative 
Authorities under the Diseases of Animals Acts have dealt with 
the matter. Twelve such outbreaks have in all been con- 
firmed. The first of these took place in 1904 near Waterford 
among horses, the property of some Military officers, that were 
grazing on a farm in the vicinity of that city. Of the eleven 
remaining outbreaks on civilian premises, eight occurred 
in County Waterford and the three others in the adjacent 
County of Kilkenny. In point of time such outbreaks took 
place as follows, viz. : —

and the last in January, 1906. In connexion with these out- 
breaks the Councils of the two counties mentioned, as the 
Local Authorities under the Diseases of Animals Acts, slaugh- 
tered, in pursuance of powers conferred on them by the De- 
partment, twenty horses and one ass that had been found 
diseased, and eight horses and five asses that had been in 
association with the diseased animals. Seven additional 
diseased or suspected horses were slaughtered otherwise than 
by the Local Authorities. 

For the animals destroyed on behalf of the County Councils 
there w r as paid in compensation from local rates T707 7s. 6 <7. 
in County Waterford and £55 in County Kilkenny. One half 
of these amounts, as well as of other expenses incurred by the 
County Councils in dealing with the disease, is repayable to 
them from the General Cattle Diseases Fund. 

Apart from the action taken, as above indicated, in the way 
of slaughter, the auxiliary measures adopted for combating 
the outbreaks included : — 

(a.) The maintenance of restrictions on suspected animals 
for such a period (six months or over) as was con- 
sidered sufficient to guarantee that the disease, had 
it existed, would have manifested itself during the 
time. When the restricted animals, having through- 
out been kept under Veterinary supervision, still 
appeared healthy at the close of such period, the 
! restrictions were withdrawn. 
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(6.) The destruction by fire of the carcases of the slaugh- 
tered animals, or, where this course was not practic- 
able, their burial at a sufficient depth with adequate 
precautions. 

(c.) The thorough disinfection of places of outbreak. The 
agency of fire was very largely resorted to also in this 
connection with a view to completeness in the work 
of destruction of matter likely to harbour infective 
germs. 

Other measures of a more general character included — 

(d.) The placing of temporary restrictions, for a part of the 
year 1905, on movements in or from the districts 
where the disease had appeared of horses for exhibi- 
tion at Shows. 

(e.) The circulation, for the benefit of the public, of informa- 
tion respecting the nature of the disease, and as to 
precautions suitable to be observed in the matter by 
persons owning or having charge of horses. 

(/.) The carrying-out since the last outbreak — by Veterinary 
Inspectors on the Department’s staff— of a house-to- 
house inspection of horses, asses, and mules in locali- 
ties where 'the disease had from time to time appeared 


The series of inspections thus made have, however, failed 
to bring to light any further case of the disease ; and, as it is 
now nearly six months since the occurrence of the last out- 
break, there is, as has been mentioned, reason for hoping that 
the malady has been eradicated. 


III. TRANSIT OP ANIMALS AND THE EXPORTS AND 
IMPORTS OP ANIMALS. 

The depression observable in 1904 in the total of the Irish 
live-stock exports was accentuated in 1905. The ao-gre^ate 
number of Cattle, Sheep, and Swine shipped in the latter year 
from Ireland to Great Britain and the Isle of Man was 
1,817,599, made up as follows : —

record year 1902, it shows a decline of more than 800,000 head 

One satisfactory feature, however, is that the reduction in the 
volume of the Cattle exports is less marked than that in the 
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case of the sheep and swine. There were indeed four years 
out of the past ten in which fewer cattle were shipped than 
last year, and one of these (1901) while showing a higher 
aggregate of Sheep and Swine exported, was as regards Cattle 
exports more than 100,000 head behind last year’s total. The 
possible main causes to which the general reduction in the 1905 
exports is to be assigned are discussed in the report of the 
Superintending Travelling Inspector, see page 36. There is 
some hope of an improved outlook in the present year, as the 
demand for stock is now showing encouraging signs of revival. 
It should be added that notwithstanding that there were in 
_ 1905 circumstances which it was feared might adversely affect 
*the volume of the Horse exports from Ireland, the actual 
figures for the year showed these apprehensions to have been 
unfounded, over 3,000 more Horses having been exported in 
1905 than in the preceding year. 

The figures of Cattle, Sheep, and Swine imports for the year 
1905 are —

In the case of Cattle and Swine — classes of animals which 

generally speaking are imported for breeding purposes only — 
the numbers are practically the same as in the preceding year. 
Imported sheep show, however, an excess of about 4,500 over 
the numbers arriving in 1904. Probably this is in a measure 
due to an increasing tendency — owing to cheapness of sea 
carriage — to meet, at certain seasons of the year, the require- 
ments of butchers in centres of population on the east coast 
of Ireland by bringing sheep for slaughter from convenient 
points in Great Britain. 

On the other hand the importations of horses in 1905 show 
a reduction of about 11 per cent, in comparison with the year 
preceding. It is probable that a more marked reduction will 
be recorded next year owing to the issue by the Depart- 
ment, with a view to greater security against the introduction 
of disease, of an Order which takes effect from 1st July, 1906, 
regulating the importation into this country of horses, asses, 
and mules from Great Britain, the Isle of Man, and the 
Channel Islands. 

The detailed tables respecting exports and imports of 
animals will be found at page 86 et seq. 

As regards the working in 1905 of the regulations respecting 
animal transit, details in the matter will be found in the 
report of the Superintending Travelling Inspector, page 
36, and it is therefore only necessary to mention here that 
during 1905 it was found requisite to sanction a further ex- 
tension (to 31st March, 1906) of the time allowed to railway 
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companies for compliance with the requirement in Article 5 
(5) of the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) Amend- 
ment Order of 1901 as to provision in all trucks used for 
animals of means of ventilation and inspection at floor level 
It was not found easy at first to devise satisfactory arrange- 
ments for tins purpose in the case of trucks used both for goods 
and cattle traffic. The difficulties that existed, however, have 
been surmounted ; and there is every reason for expecting that 
m the next report it will be practicable to record that the 
requirements in question have been fully complied with as 
regards the entire of the rolling stock used for animals on 
railways m Ireland.

By reference to the diagrams and statistical tables which 
follow it will be seen, comparing the num- 
Swine Fever. her of outbreaks of Swine Fever recorded 
during the year under review with those 
for 1904, that a considerable decrease has been secured. In 
the year 1904 the total number of outbreaks showed a slight 
increase on the 1903 figures, and had mounted up to a total of 
181. During the year 1905 we have to register only forty-six 
outbreaks, representing about 25 per cent, of those of the 
preceding year. The geographical table indicating the dis- 
tribution of the disease over Ireland generally, shows that the 
Province of Munster has supplied by far the largest number of 
cases, and that in this Province the County of Kerry has been 
the scene of the greatest prevalence of disease.. Previous re- 
ports generally indicated that the County Borough of Dublin 
supplied the largest number of outbreaks, but owing to the 
continued supervision secured bj r the Dublin Swine Fever 
Order of 1903 the number of outbreaks in that borough has 
been almost reduced to nil, as during, the whole year there 
were only two. This result strongly supports the wisdom of 
the special course which was followed in reference to the 
suppression of the disease. It is satisfactory to note that in the 
Province of Connaught there was only one outbreak. Another 
feature in this geographical return shows that the County of 
Wexford equalled in the number of outbreaks that of the. 
County Kerry. However, there is .a difference shown as re- 
gards the number of places whereon the disease was found to 
exist.

Adverting to the comparative statement on the preceding 
page as to the amount of Swine Fever in Ireland which has 
been recorded for each quarter, including the figures for the 
year 1905, it will be observed that as usual the quarters ending 
•June and September show the largest number of outbreaks. 
The numbers are, however, much less than those recorded in 
the previous year. (The figures in this table are arranged on 
the old system.)

The procedure as regards the process of cleansing and disin- 
Cleansing and fection during this year has been similar 
Disinfection ^at w M c h was followed in previous 

years, and needs no special comment. 


The total number of post-mortem examinations made during 
the year was 2,991; of these 1,178 were 
Post-mortem made at the Departmental Laboratory and 
Examinations. elsewhere in Dublin. The remainder were 
made by Departmental Inspectors sta- 
tioned in local districts and related more particularly to swine 
which presented no visible evidence of the existence of the 
disease. 

. has always been the custom when post-mortem examina- 
tions were made in the country of swine slaughtered as sup- 
posed to be affected, and when there was any suspicion that 
the lesions presented were those of Swine Lever, to transmit 
the affected portions of viscera to the Departmental Labora- 
tory in Dublin for further examination. If the result confirmed 
the suspicion the case was then dealt with as Swine Fever, and 
the usual method of procedure followed. Not only did post- 
mortem examinations extend to the cases which were reported 
as suspected to be Swine Fever, but when the general slaugh- 
ter of all the swine on the premises where disease had been 
confirmed was earned out, all such slaughtered swine were ex- 
amined so that the exact extent of disease in connection with 
any outbreak might be noted, and, if necessary, further steps 
taken with the object of tracing to its ultimate source the 
existence of disease m the locality. Local examinations were 
made under the above circumstances of 1,062 swine, among 
was , f ° und that disease existed in 105 cases; so that 
m 957 cases there were no indications of any lesions of the

During the year the number of unreported dead swine which 
were found on the public highways showed 
Carcases Found, a substantial decrease. During the pre- 
vious year 37 such cases were found, 
while in 1905 the number had fallen to as low a figure as 23. 
The ownership of 19 of these cases was traced by the special 
police staff assisting the Departmental Inspectors. A post- 
mortem examination was made of the 23 carcases, and the 
result showed that only two of them were affected with Swine 
Sever; and it is, furthermore, satisfactory to state that the 
ownership of these two swine was ascertained, and the usual 
course of procedure followed in reference thereto as if the 
animals had been brought under the notice of the authorities 
in the proper manner. 

The vigilance of the special police staff in tracing 
the ownership of these carcases deserves commendation, 
as the difficulties connected with these investigations are 
numerous, and it is only by keeping various accounts of ani- 
mals on swine-keepers’ premises, and of the lots of swine 
which pass through the Market, and other similar par- 
ticulars, that useful assistance has been secured in deter- 
mining the persons who were endeavouring to evade their 
responsibilities and were putting difficulties in the way of the 
eradication of the disease. In most of the instances referred 
to in this paragraph the carcases were those of swine, the 
property of owners in the larger cities, which were carted out 
by passing vehicles into the suburbs and thrown on waste 
or unoccupied ground. 

In addition to the post-mortem examinations which have been 
made as already detailed, the officers of 
Carcases -washed this Branch also examine the carcases of 
ashore. animals which are washed ashore, either 

having been thrown into the sea from 
passing vessels or from the land. Last year the total of these 
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came to 107, and included many kinds of domestic animals. 
This year the total was 95, also including various domestic 
animals coming under the purview of the Diseases of Animals 
Act. Full particulars are given in the table hereunder : —

It will be observed that in no instance was any case of 
scheduled disease detected. The general appearance of these 
carcases indicated, in most instances, that they had been 
thrown from the land, this conclusion having been arrived at 
on account of the class of animals found, and the absence of 
the identifying marks which are generally placed on exported 
animals. It is understood, for instance, that animals which 
are brought from the United States are usually marked by 
means of ear-tabs. As explaining the number of these car- 
cases that have been discovered, it will be readily understood 
that, should circumstances admit, it is much cheaper to throw 
a carcase into the sea than to dig a grave and bury it. It may 
be that sometimes animals are killed by stress of weather and 
fall from the dills, or are accidentally drowned. 

Having regard to the advantages which have accrued from 
time to time from extended supervision 
House-to-House over districts wherein there has been 
Inspections. reason to suspect the presence of disease, 
the usual duty known as house to house 
inspection has been carried out. Fortunately the circum- 
stances of 1905 have not demanded that so many of these 
special inspections should be undertaken as in some previous 
years. The accompanying table gives the usual particulars 
under this head.

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It will be observed that in three instances the existence of 
Swine Fever was confirmed. The total number of places 
visited in connection with this duty during the year was 28,022, 
which is a considerable decrease in the number visited in 1904 ; 
on 12,433 different premises swine were found to be housed; 
and the total, number of swine inspected was 60,485. 

Although Dublin and its vicinity did not account for more 
than two cases of the disease in the year, yet, for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether there were any suspicious swine 
remaining unreported, two series of inspections were made in 
the city, and suburban districts were also inspected, the results 
of these inspections being indicated by the further returns 
hereunder ; —

It was not considered necessary that the Dublin city inspec- 
tion, which has been generally a marked feature of the year’s 
work, should be taken up to such an extent as previously, 
because owing to the existence of the Dublin Swine Fever 
Order of 1903, and to the energy of the special police staff 
employed in connection therewith, all the information neces- 
sary could be obtained with much greater freedom and accu- 
racy^ It may be further explained that the services of such 
veterinary surgeons as could be made available were required 
to carry out the house to house inspections in country districts 
already referred to. 

It gives me pleasure again to state that the veterinary 
officers who were engaged, as well as those members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary who accompanied them in connec- 
tion with this special duty, did not spare themselves in any 
way, but exerted their full energies for the benefit of the 
service, getting through their duties under very great difficul- 
ties and frequently when the inclemency of the weather ren- 
dered their task a very unpleasant one. Considerable tracts 
of country had often to be traversed under extremely unfavour- 
able conditions. 


The attention which has been bestowed Upon the Dublin 
Swine Market from February, 1904, to 
Dublin Swine the end of that year was continued in 
Market. 1905 and carried on with great care and 
energy, and the result has been that a 
material reduction has been secured in the number of out- 
breaks of Swine Fever in and about the City and County of 
Dublin— in fact a reduction almost beyond expectations. It is 
very satisfactory also to note that, with one or two exceptions, 
the people concerned in the swine trade have recognized that 
although the measures adopted entailed a certain amount of 
inconvenience, they were nevertheless conceived for the good 
of the trade, and if properly carried out must result in per- 
manent benefit — as was the experience in connection with the 
eradication of pleuro-pneumonia and other animal diseases.

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The above table, as compared with the return given under 
the heading of the Dublin Swine Market, indicates that a large 
number of swine which went into the Belfast Market to be 
ottered for sale were not sold but returned to their homesteads. 

m ay be accounted for by the fact that swine exposed in 
Dublin Market could not again be exposed for sale within a 
period of twenty-eight days, while in Belfast Market such a 
restriction did not exist. Swine exposed in the latter market 
could be re-exposed the following week if the owners con- 
sidered it advisable to do so. This difference was due to the 
fact that a much larger number of outbreaks occurred during 
the last few years in Dublin as compared with Belfast. 


There have been forty-one show's held for agricultural pur- 
poses in connection with which inspec- 
Agricultural Shows. tlons were ma <le by members of the 
veterinary staff. These attracted entries 
, ■ , i oinn • f rom exhibitors, who possessed a 

total of d, 172 swine on their homesteads, of which 981 had 
been entered for exhibition. In order to minimise as far as 
possible any risk of conveying Swine Fever from the premises 
r these exhibitors by the movement and exhibition of their 
swine an inspection was made at their various homesteads 
ome days before the date of exhibition, and a further visit was 
paw to the shows named ; and it is satisfactory to record that 
ail the swine inspected, both those entered and those in con- 
tact, were free from disease, and remained so during the hold- 
’s, f various exhibitions. It may be further stated that 
no case of disease has been since traced to any of them. 

There has been an undoubted decrease of the various ailments 
which affect swine, during the period of 
iienerai which this report treats. There is still, 
Observations. however, considerable room for improve- 
, . . ment as regards the conditions under 

which swine are reared and tended. In the South-western 
parts ot Ireland matters connected with their care, housing 
reeding etc., do not yet seem to have obtained that amount 
ot attention which is desirable. The losses amongst swine 
owing to improper feeding and housing have been greater in 
«ie bouth-wast than m any other part of Ireland ; and it seems 
somewhat strange that an animal like the pig, which possesses 
sucn a high market value and whose sale is a matter of such 
vital interest to the owners and their families, is not looked 
alter witn much greater care and its progeny treated with far 
ffiore consideration and protected, as far as circumstances will 
allow, from injury, infection and the various other risks to 
which swine are subjected. 


Passing from the diseases of swine which for some time have 
been monopolising the major portion of the 
Other Diseases. time and energy of the officers of this 
Branch to those whioh affect other animals, 
reference must be made to those contagious diseases affecting 
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horses known as Glanders or Farcy, Lymphangitis Epizootica, 
and Parasitic Mange; as regards sheep, more particularly to 
Sheep Scab ; and as regards cattle to the disease known 
as Anthrax. 

During the year Glanders attracted considerable attention 
Glanders. both on the part of the officers of the 
Local Authorities and of the Department. 

During 1904 electrical traction had been coming into more 
general use in various parts of Great Britain and superseding 
traction by horses, and this naturally resulted in the necessity 
for the disposal of the horses used under the older method. 
Sales of horses brought together purchasers who in their turn 
sought remunerative markets, and Ireland received a con- 
siderable share of attention from such dealers, because a 
demand had arisen in that country due to some extent to the 
depletion caused by the sale of horses for military purposes in 
connection with the South African war. 

One large outbreak of Glanders in the North of Ireland was 
due to a contract entered into on account of the necessity for 
the use of horses for the works connected with the re-construc- 
tion of tramways in Belfast ; these horses were purchased in 
London and were of the class above referred to — animals 
which had been employed by tramway and ’bus companies. 

The official returns relating to Glanders in Great Britain for 
some years past indicate that London was the centre in which 
that disease was most prevalent, and that a great many of the 
outbreaks in other parts of that country were attributable to 
horses which had been moved from that city. 

During periods previous to 1905 Ireland has suffered in- 
directly through the importation of horses from the City of 
London, and during the latter year a further and serious out- 
break, having extended ramifications, has been attributable 
to that source. Details of which case are referred to later. 

To. cope with the disease the Department worked in con- 
junction with the various local authorities in whose districts 
the outbreaks appeared, and it is with no small degree of satis- 
faction that it can be recorded that they showed much readi- 
ness in endeavouring to stamp out of the country a disease 
winch to some extent threatened one of the most important 
ot the animal industries, and one from which a large 
income is annually derived. The method of procedure in con- 
nection with reported cases was as follows. When an animal 
was suspected to suffer from Glanders or exhibited symptoms 
associated with this disease it was reported at the nearest police 
station and the Veterinary Inspector of the Local Authority was 
then called upon to visit and report his opinion of the case : if 
he considered he was dealing with Glanders, the Order relating

iqaI ar ® su! t °f investigation, and of observations taken during 
1905 it has been clearly indicated that more drastic measures 
will have to be taken, m connection with the importation of 
equine animals into this country. In view of the experience 
gamed arrangements have been made that no horse, ass or 
mule shall be permitted to come into the country unless it is 
of a character above suspicion and not likely to introduce any 
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of the diseases which would in any way jeopardise an impor- 
tant industry. It should also be borne in mind that Glanders 
is a disease which is transmissible to human beings, which is 
another reason why greater care should be taken to avoid the 
risk of its importation. 

At the close of the paragraph in my last report (for 1904) and 
in reference to this disease it was pointed 
Lymphangitis out that during the following year several 
Epizootica. additional cases of Epizootic Lymphangitis 
were occurring. Before the end of the 
year 1905 there had been altogether ten outbreaks of the dis- 
ease affecting the horses belonging to eleven different owners, 
aDd in all twenty-three animals were slaughtered as diseased. 
Live were slaughtered as having been in contact with the 
diseased ones or exposed to the infection and with the inten- 
tion of keeping the infection from spreading to healthy studs. 
In addition to the animals which were slaughtered, a large 
number were kept under special supervision for a period of six 
months from the date of the last case on the lands whereon 
any of the animals were located. This regulation was rigidly 
adhered to, and all those places whereon horses, asses, or 
mules were kept and where there was the slightest probability 
of the infection having been conveyed to them directly or in- 
directly by mediate contagion, were kept under supervision. 
It is exceedingly satisfactory to be able to record that the 
disease did not extend from the confines of any restricted lands 
to adjoining places where other equine animals were located. 
Lymphangitis Epizootica was confined to the Counties of Kil- 
kenny and Waterford ; and with a view to better safeguard the 
interests of persons having horses in these counties special 
Orders were issued relating to the exhibition of horses at shows 
which were only permitted under special conditions. Eurther- 
more, a circular was distributed indicating the leading features 
of the disease, detailing some of the symptoms usually pre- 
sented, and pointing out to owners the desirability, in the 
case of any of their animals presenting symptoms indicated, 
of bringing such animals under the immediate notice of the 
Inspector of the Local Authority so that suppressive measures 
might be duly resorted to. No further case was confirmed in 
1905 subsequent to the 5th September, and up to the date of 
making this report only one further outbreak has occurred. It 
is yet somewhat premature to conclude that Lymphangitis 
Epizootica has been stamped out, but it is hoped that when 
the report for 1906 comes to be written it may be possible to 
state definitely that the country is entirely free from the 
disease. 

Reference to the Statistical Return to be found in the Appen- 
dix to this Report relating to the pre- 
Parasitic Mange, valence of this disease in Ireland will show 
that during the year 1905 there have 
been 169 outbreaks as compared with 162 in 1904. This 
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shows somewhat of an increase, but fortunately the disease 
does not generally prove fatal. It is one, however, which 
causes a very great deal of inconvenience to the person owning 
affected or suspected animals, because under the Parasitic 
Mange Order their movement from place to place is inter- 
dicted ; and until they have undergone proper treatment and 
then- harness has been either adequately cleansed and disin- 
lected or destroyed, such animals were not available for agri- 
cultural or other pursuits. 

As regards the total number of animals attacked there has 
been also an increase in the year 1905 as compared with 
that preceding 322 animals having been attacked as compared 
with 252 in 1904. Taking the above particulars into con- 
sideration the disease must of course be regarded as apparently 
a httle more prevalent than in previous years, but this may be 
due to the fact that greater attention has been paid to the 
question and greater vigilance has been manifested in causing 
cases to be brought under notice. 

In the steps taken locally for arresting the spread of this 
disease, the Local Authorities were assisted as on previous 
occasions by a series of inspections made by officers of this 
.Branch of peregrinating shows, such as travelling circuses 
hobby bouses, vans, &c. ’ 

The table hereunder gives some idea of the work which has 
been undertaken m this connection, and in the last column it 
will be. observed that there is contained a reference to the very 
reassuring fact that this series of inspections did not result in 
tne detection of any case of contagious disease.

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of Leinster (1), Munster (4), and Ulster (2), Connaught being 
free. This year there has again to be recorded a similar 
number of outbreaks, that is four, but these only included four 
cases of the disease, two being in Ulster, and one each in 
Munster and Leinster, Connaught being again without a re- 
cord as far as this disease is concerned. 

The outbreaks referred to were verified by microscopic 
and bacteriological examination, but the inquiries made 
with a view to tracing the history and origin of the 
disease did not elicit any satisfactory explanation as to the 
source of the infection. In dealing with cases of Anthrax the 
possibility of cure, or even of treatment, is negatived, so far as 
the affected animals are concerned, by the rapidity with which 
they become affected and die. Isolation , or removal from the 
place where the diseased animal was confined ; adequate cleans- 
ing and disinfection ; suitable protection of the places where 
the carcases are buried so as to prevent other animals crossing 
over or near those particular places, appear to be 'the most 
advisable safeguards to adopt so far as is at present known. 

In the course of inquiry into the history of the cases frequent 
reference is made to a disease known as “ Black-Leg,” which 
is frequently designated as Anthrax. A large number of stock 
in the country are certainly affected with Black-Leg, and 
although it is referred to in some books relating to diseases of 
stock as Anthrax, yet it is not, so far, a disease which is dealt 
with under the Diseases of Animals Acts. 

The diagramatic return illustrating the rise and fall of this 
disease has been extended so as to include 
Sheep Scab. the statistical line indicating the monthly 
variations in the figures for the year. It 
is noticeable that it does not vary very much in its course from 
those of previous years, the highest points being reached at 
the end of each year and beginning of the next, -while the 
lowest point is shown in the middle of summer. It is perhaps 
unnecessary now to enter into an explanation as to why this 
statistical curve continues to exhibit the definite course shown, 
as this point has already been elucidated in previous reports. 

During the year endeavours have been made, when circum- 
stances admitted, to render assistance to the various Local 
Authorities for the purpose, if possible, of reducing the number 
of outbreaks of this disease and preventing its extension to the 
flocks of other owners, and the new Sheep Scab Order which 
was passed has certainly been attended with a considerable 
measure of success. The total number of outbreaks for 
December, 1904, was approximately 60, and during each 
month of 1905 it never rose higher than 80 outbreaks ; whereas 
m 1904 the January number amounted to 155, so that there 
was a fall of nearly 50 per cent, to mark the commencement 
of the year 1905, and the year has closed with a fall to the 
figure of 60 outbreaks. This diminution may, to some extent, 
be attributed to the special action taken for the enforcement of 
the Order referred to ; and it is obvious that a greater number

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°f sheep owners immerse their animals in a dipping solution 
instead of adopting the partial treatment of pouring, smearing’ 
etc. However, in this respect there is room for improvement 
and with this end in view the Department early in 1905 issued 
a special communication impressing upon the Local Authorities 
tie necessity of promulgating and enforcing dipping regula- 
tions m their particular areas of jurisdiction. The response was 
not, however, sufficiently satisfactory; and consequently the 
sheep-farming industry derived less benefit than might have 
been expected if the regulations suggested had been generally 
put into operation. 

The commercial reports respecting the wool markets of the 
world and the condition in which wool is brought before lar°-e 
purchasers, show that foreign competition is very keen. It is 
well known that great efforts are made in other countries not 
only to produce a longer, finer, and stronger wool, but one 
which is free from “harshness,” the result of an unhealthy 
condition of the iskin, produced in the majority of instances by 
irritating insects — the particular variety of insect which pro- 
j RS es Sheep Scab being the most widespread and also the most 
difficult to get rid of. The improvement in the texture, as well 
as the lightness, in foreign wool has been manifested more 
particularly since some of the large wool-producing countries 
have_ got rid of the Sheep Scab parasites and of the other 
skin irritating insects by a regular and effective system of sheep 
This lias resulted in a particularly satisfactory state 
of affairs m countries where sheep are reared in vast numbers, 
and where the difficulties of clipping, handling, and dipping 
them are very great ; and the success which has been attained 
should encourage sheep owners in Ireland to follow the 
example of other countries in this matter. 

During the season of 1905 it was possible in Scotland to 
carry out the dipping of three and a half millions of sheep in 
about six weeks, and what has been done there should be 
feasible m Ireland, with about the same number of these 
animals to be dealt with. The advantages to be derived from 
general dipping would fully repay any exertions made to 
attain that end. These views are rapidly gaining ground ; 
and. it is . satisfactory to record that at the time of com- 
pleting this report a large number of the Local Authorities 
have made adequate arrangements to carry out the compulsory 
dipping of sheep in their respective districts, and that others 
are engaged in making similar arrangements. 

Compared with other countries the position of Ireland may 
be regarded, on the whole, as an enviable 
Conclusion. one so far as the prevalence of contagious 
animal diseases is concerned. With the 
supervision at present exercised there seems small reason to 
fear that our studs, flocks, and herds will suffer to any appreci- 
able extent from the visitation of contagious disease or be 
ravaged as they were when such scourges as Cattle Plague and 
Poot-and-Mouth Disease were rampant.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDING TRAVELLING 
INSPECTOR, VETERINARY BRANCH, ON THE 
TRANSIT OF ANIMALS. 


The hope which was entertained that the year 1905 would 
show an improvement in the traffic in Irish 

State of the Cattle live stock has not been realised, and a con- 
Trade. tinued depression in the trade has to be 

recorded for the period. Reports received 
from the Irish railway companies indicate that a further serious 
decrease has occurred in the numbers of animals conveyed over 
the lines during the year, and returns from the cattle exporting 
ports also show a correspondingly dull condition of trade. 

The depression in the cattle trade has apparently been caused 
by scarcity of feeding in Great Britain, together with the com- 
petition which has to be met in the markets consequent on the 
importation of foreign meat which now arrives in Great Britain 
under so many different conditions. 

There is reason to believe that the low prices which ruled for 
live stock in Ireland have caused a number of animals to remain 
unsold, which would, in other circumstances, have been exported 
from this country. 

A remarkable feature of the year is to be found in the further 
decrease in swine conveyed over the rail-

numbers of these animals shipped to Great 
Britain, notwithstanding an active demand for pork for home 
curing and for exportation. 

The Swine Fever (Movement from Ireland) Order of 1904, 
which was issued by the Board of Agriculture and Fisheries, has 
been mentioned as the cause of the shortage in the numbers of 
swine exported. The regulations under the Order no doubt 
entail an amount of inconvenience to the trade and might dis- 
courage the breeding of swine in Ireland ; but it should be 
observed that the decrease in the numbers of swine exported 
had set in prior to the date (23rd January, 1905), on which the 
Order in question came into operation. It, however, seems to be 
the case that the Irish swine breeders had, from whatever cause, 
ceased to i aise swine to as large an extent as previously, and con- 
sequently there were not sufficient pigs in the country to meet 
the demand. There are now, however, indications that the 
balance between demand and supply may soon again be main- 
tained, 
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A satisfactory feature of the year’s trading is the increase of 
horses carried over the Irish railways and 
Traffic in Horses, exported to Great Britain. This is, doubt- 
less, due to the supply of horses in Ireland 
being again raised after the heavy exportation of this class of 
animals consequent on the late war in South Africa- 


As regards the extent to which animals were marketed in 
Ireland during the year 1905, it is only 
Irish Markets and necessary, lor the purpose of comparison. 
Fairs. in a report of this nature to furnish records 

of a few of the principal markets and fairs 
held in different districts in Ireland. From the table hereunder 
it is interesting to observe that the numbers of cattle, sheep, and 
swme have decreased generally at what may be regarded as 
southern and western markets, and that while at the markets in 
the north of Ireland there was an increase in cattle, there was at 
the same time, in sympathy with the south and west, a decrease 
in sheep and swine exposed for sale as compared with the records 
for the previous year. 

As specially indicating the condition of supply and demaud 
it will Jie noticed that, at the important October Ballinasloe fair 
of 1905, fewer cattle and sheep were exposed for sale, and a 
smaller number of animals of both classes purchased, than on the 
occasion of the fair held in October of 1904 at the same place.

Representations have been received as to the injury likely to be 
caused to certain established fairs in the 
Forestalling of country by the growing habit of forestalling 
Fairs. the regular fair days and b}r exposing 

animals for sale before the appointed dates 
at the places concerned. Such a practice is not calculated to 
promote a healthy competition on the part of buyers of live 
stock, and may seriously depreciate the importance which has 
hitherto been attached to these fairs. 

Attention has again been directed to the ill-treatment which 
animals receive when exposed for sale on 
Sale of Animals at public thoroughfares of towns in Ireland, 
unsuitable places, and the Department have conveyed repre- 
sentations on this matter to the local bodies 
concerned, but it is to be regretted that little action has been 
taken to prevent exposure of animals for sale under such circum- 
stances. 

As a result of representations conveyed to the railway corn-

stations. provements m respect of the accommoda- 
tion for live stock and of the arrangements 
for cleansing and disinfection have been carried out at 166 
stations on the different Irish railways, since the establishment 
of the Department. Increased facilities for traffic in animals 
were provided at various railway stations during the year 1905, 
among which may be mentioned such important centres as 
Clonmel, Killucan, Mullingar, Oldcastle, and Rathkeale. The 
fact of such a large number of improvements having been 
effected within the comparatively short period mentioned above 
indicates that the railway companies are alive to the importance 
of making adequate provision for the conduct of the cattle traffic 
in this country.

40 TRANSIT, EXPORTS AND IMPORTS OF ANIMALS. 

Duriw the period under review very few complaints have been 
received by the Department in respect of 
Accelerated Cattle delays in the transit of animals from fairs 
Trains. and other places. The railway companies, 

in the general interest of the traffic, and in 
response to the representations of the Department and sugges- 
tions from the Cattle Traders’ Associations, have established a 
much accelerated service for the conveyance of live stock by 
special trains. 

With a view to watch the treatment to which animals were 
subjected and the arrangements made by 
Attendance of the carrying companies for the entrainment 
Department’s Inspec- and carriage of live stock, the Xransit In- 
tors at Fairs. spectors of the Department attended at 182 
fairs throughout the country during the 

year. 

At all the more important fairs visited, the railway companies 
provided special staffs of loading porters 
Facilities at Cattle under proper supervision ; and by this 
Stations for Fairs, means Uie traffic in animals from the stations 
was, on the whole, expeditiously dealt with. 
In only a few instances was it observed that sufficient wagons 
were not provided at the stations to meet immediate requirements. 

It is the experience of the Inspectors that the tendency on the 
part of drovers and others to beat animals 
Unnecessary heating with unnecessary severity at fairs and at 
of Animals. railway stations is becoming less marked, 
and that the action of the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary in prosecuting persons who are found to offend in this 
manner is having a beneficial effect. 

It is still occasionally noticed that some dealers make, for 
purposes of identification, incised marks 
Marking of Animals, on the skins of the animals. Severe wounds 
are frequently caused by this reprehensible 
and unnecessary practice. The persons who adopt it are liable 
to penalty under the provisions of the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals Act. 

The Transit Inspectors have given special attention to the sub- 
ject of the carriage by railway of animals 
Animals unfit to which from any cause were unfit to be so 
travel by Bailway. carried without unnecessary suffering. Few 
cases of this nature have come under the 
observation of the Inspectors when visiting inland stations during 
the year. At the cattle exporting ports the Department’s officers 
have brought under notice certain instances in which animals 
on arrival by rail for shipment were found not to have been in 
proper condition for the journey. Suitable notice was taken of 
each case. 
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The provision of the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) 
Amendment Order of 1904, under which it 
Securing of bulls is required that all bulls shall, while being 
in trucks. carried in a railway truck, be securely tied 
by the head or neck, has on the whole, 
been well observed. It has been represented to the Department 
that the obligation of giving effect to the requirement should 
not be cast on the railway companies. This regulation is 
obviously a necessary and humane one, and after due inquiry it 
was not considered desirable to relieve the railway companies of 
responsibility in the matter. 

The Committee which inquired, some years ago, into the inland 
transit of cattle recommended that battens 
Battening of Trucks, should be placed lengthways in the middle 
of the trucks opposite the door but crossways 
at the ends of the vehicles, and a provision giving effect to this 
recommendation was introduced into the Animals (Transit and 
General) (Ireland) Amendment Order of 1904. There appeared, 
however, to be much difference of opinion amongst persons 
engaged in the cattle trade as to whether the method recom- 
mended by the Committee afforded increased security for cattle 
travelling by the railway. In the majority of cattle trucks in 
Ireland the battens had been fixed longitudinally, especially at 
the end of the vehicles. Representations were made to the 
Department on the part of stockowners that animals carried in 
these trucks were not injuriously affected on account of the 
position of the footholds; and in view of these representations, 
and also of the facts put forward by the railway companies as 
to the large expenditure of money, and of the amount of 
inconvenience which would be involved in altering the battens, 
the Department, by further Order, postponed the operation of 
the provision of the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) 
Amendment Order of 1904 in respect to the particular manner 
in which battens shall be placed in such trucks as had been in 
use for the carriage of animals prior to the 1st day of March, 
1904. It is, however, well to indicate here that it is still a 
requirement of the Order that the floors of every truck used for 
the carriage of cattle, horses, asses, or mules, in order to prevent 
slipping, shall be fitted with battens or other proper footholds, 
although in regard to vehicles in use for animals before the 1st 
day of March, 1904, the position of these footholds on the floors 
of the wagons is not at present prescribed. 

With respect to the provision in the Animals (Transit and 
General) (Ireland) Amendment Order of 
Inspection and Ven- 1904 requiring that every railway truck used 
tilation of trucks for animals after 31st day of October, 1904, 
at floor level. should be so constructed as to admit 
of ventilation and inspection at floor 
level, it may be mentioned that some of the railway com- 
panies made strong representations to the Department to the 
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effect that it would not be practicable, except at great loss 
and serious dislocation of their traffic generally, to have all the 
cattle trucks, which are on occasions also used for goods, altered 
in the manner required by the date specified. After due inquiry 
the Department were satisfied that the contention of the com- 
panies was not unreasonable, and they accordingly, by further 
Order, postponed the period within which compliance with this 
provision became necessary. Very large numbers of wagons 
have now been altered in accordance with this provision. 

The important requirement of the Animals (Transit and 
General) (Ireland) Amendment Order of 

Newly Constructed 1904, to the effect that every cattle truck 
Cattle Trucks. built after the date of the Order shall be 
provided with a roof and falling doors, 
appears to have been on the whole well observed by the railway 
companies. From information which the companies have kindly 
furnished it has been ascertained that upwards of 200 trucks 
constructed in compliance with this provision are already in 
use, or are about to be put in use on the different railway 
systems. 

It is, however, right to add that for a number of years past 
some of the Irish railway companies have constructed their cattle 
trucks on the principle now prescribed in the Order of the 
Department. 

Apart from the occasions already indicated on which the 
Transit Inspectors were engaged at railway 

Inspectors’ Visits stations in connection with fairs, the In- 
to Stations. spectors during the year made in ordinary 
course 304 visits to stations throughout 
Ireland for the purpose of inspecting the arrangements relating 
to tiie transit of animals. Many special inquiries were also 
instituted into matters which arose in respect of the live stock 
traffic. 

Considerable attention has been given by the Transit Inspection 
Staff to the cleansing and disinfection of 
Cleansing of railway horse boxes. The requirements as 
Horse Boxes. to the cleansing of horse boxes differ some- 
what from these which apply to cattle 
trucks. In the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) Order of 
1895 provision is made that the sides and certain other parts of 
the horse boxes shall be thoroughly washed with water ; and by 
the amending Order of 1904 it is prescribed that horse boxes 
shall be so constructed as to permit of their being effectively 
cleansed in the manner provided. 

There are many horse boxes on Irish railways which are cap- 
able of being properly cleansed ; but there are also a considerable 
number of these vehicles which, owing to the character of the 
material used as covering for the padding, cannot be effectually 
dealt with in this respect. Having regard to the diseases which 
affect horses, the necessity of having the surfaces of the paddings 
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capable of being properly cleansed is obvious. The Department 
are taking steps to have the provisions of the Order in this 
respect duly complied with. 

The older vessels which trade between Ireland and Great 
Britain with live stock are being gradually 
Cattle-carrying replaced by new ships, the fittings of 
Vessels. which are constructed in compliance with 

the provisions of the Animals (Transit and 
General) (Ireland) Order of 1895. 

During the year 1905 five new cattle-carrying vessels were put 
on the cross-channel service. They are all provided with the 
improved fittings for animal traffic. 

The provision of the Animals (Transit and General) (Ireland) 
Amendment Order of 1904 which prohibits 

Carriage of unfit the shipment from Ireland of any animal 
Animals by sea. which is unfit to undergo the intended pas- 
sage without unnecessary suffering, came into 
operation only on the 31st day of March of that year, and, therefore, 
a full comparison cannot be here made between the years 1904 and 
1905 in respect to the number of animals considered by the 
Veterinary Inspectors at the ports as coming under the terms of 
this provision ; but it is satisfactory to notice that the more 
general practice obtains of persons in charge of such animals 
withdrawing them from shipment upon being informed by 
the Inspectors that they are considered unfit for exportation. 
The Veterinary Inspectors in such case3 — acting on instructions 
issued by the Department — warned the persons concerned of the 
responsibilities which they incurred in regard to these animals. 
It still, however, happens that some persons in charge of live 
stock persist in shipping animals considered unfit for the pas- 
sages. 

During the year under review in 64 instances animals, other 
than in-calf cows, were presented at the ports for shipment and 
were considered by the Veterinary Inspectors to be unfit to 
undergo the voyage. In the cases of nine of these animals ship- 
ment was persisted in; the remaining 55 were not exported, 
and owing to their condition a number of them were slaughtered 
at the instance of the owners or persons in charge. Only 17 
in-calf cows which the Inspectors considered would probably 
calve on the voyage if shipped were presented for exportation. 
Ten of these animals were withdrawn from shipment. In the 
seven other cases the persons in charge caused the cows to be 
shipped. Legal proceedings were instituted in any cases in 
which it was considered that adequate evidence of culpability 
was available, and in two instances penalties were imposed. 

Notwithstanding the vigilance of the Inspectors a considerable 
number of cows calved during the year while on sea. As 
mentioned in the report for 1904, excitement and other conditions 
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incidental to a sea voyage may frequently cause premature 
calving, although no indication that such is about to occur may be 
noticeable when the animals are being inspected before shipment. 

An addition to the duties of the Inspectors at the Irish 
ports has been caused by the Swine Fever 
Shipment of Swine. (Movement from Ireland) Order of 1904 of 
Board of Agriculture and Fisheries in re- 
spect to the movement of swine to Great Britain. Swine may 
now only be exported to Great Britain if accompanied by a licence 
specifying the particular destination to which they are to be 
moved. These licences are granted by the Veterinary Inspectors. 
On the whole, however, this additional work has been performed 
with comparatively little interference with the other duties of 
the Inspectors. 

Arrangements have been made at the ports to minimise as 
far as is practicable the inconvenience which may be experienced 
by exporters of swine. 

The staff of Ship Inspectors at the different ports carefully 
supervised throughout the year the move- 
Supervision of ment of animals on to the vessels, and in- 

Cattle Shipments, spected the manner in which they were 
penned on each steamer. 

Few occasions arose for complaint under this head. In two or 
three instances, however, the Ship Inspectors reported to the 
Department certain irregularities which were duly investigated, 
and suitable notice taken of them by the Department. 

The lairage at the ports has been maintained in a satisfactory 
manner. Improved accommodation for ani- 

Lairage at Ports, rnals has been provided at certain inspection 
lairs situated at Cork, Belfast, Dublin, and 

Greenore. 

The Department’s requirements in connection with the cleans- 
ing and disinfection of railway vehicles and 
Cleansing and pens, steamships and lairs at ports have 
Disinfection. been carried out throughout the year with 
much care. This work along the railways 
was supervised by the Travelling Inspection Staff, and at the 
ports by the Staffs of Veterinary Inspectors and Ship Inspectors. 
In no instance was any irregularity in this respect brought under 
notice which, upon the circumstances being . inquired into, 
warranted the Department in taking legal proceedings against 
the companies concerned. 

The Supervisors and Veterinary Inspectors at the cattle ex- 
porting ports have assiduously performed 
Veterinary Inspection their duties during the year, 
of Animals at Ports. Prior to Shipment to Great Britain and 
the Isle of Man 749,934 cattle, 703,842 sheep, 
•363,823 swine, and 2,292 goats underwent veterinary inspection, 
and 55,766 Certificates of Health (besides Licences in the case of 
swine) were granted in connection with these animals. 
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The Inspectors also examined during the year 631 cattle' 
42,823, sheep and 23 swine, all of which were imported into Ire- 
land. 

Very few of the animals inspected at the ports were found to 
be suffering from contagious or infectious disease scheduled under 
the Diseases of Animals Acts. 

Communications have been addressed to certain shipping com- 
panies in regard to reports received from 
Facilities for Portal Veterinary Inspectors to the effect 
Inspecting imported that adequate space was not on all occasions 
Sheep. provided on board the ships for the exami- 

nation of sheep which arrived from Great 
Britain for importation into Ireland. This is a matter which 
should receive the careful attention of the shipping companies 
concerned. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the exportation of live stock 
from Ireland in the year 1905, it may be 
Inspection of Animals observed from the table hereunder that the 
by aid of number of animals brought forward to the 
Electric Light. ports for inspection by aid of electric light 
is considerably in excess of the previous year. 
This fact, while it indicates that the concession granted in respect 
of inspections of animals under such conditions is much appre- 
ciated, does not warrant the conclusion that the animals after 
arrival at the ports are afforded more time than was formerly the 
case for the rest and feeding before shipment, which would be of 
much advantage to the live stock concerned.

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CIRCULAR TO LOCAL AUTHORITIES IN IRELAND. 


Department of Agriculture and 

Technical Instruction for Ireland 

Dublin, 31st March , 1905. 

No. 1670/05. 

(Veterinary Branch). 

Sir —The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for 
Ireland desire to draw the attention of your Local Authority to the 
Report (Publication No., Cd. 2258)* of the Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate experimentally and to report on certain questions connected 
with the dipping and treatment of sheep, and to the Minutes of Evi- 
dence (Publication No., Cd. 2259)* taken before that Committee, and to 
state that it appears to the Department that the time has arrived for 
the initiation of energetic action with a view to bring about the speedy 
eradication of Sheep Scab in this country. 

2. Llaving regard to the additional powers conferred in connection 
with Sheep Scab by the Diseases of Animals Act, 1903, the Department, 
after careful consideration of the Report and Minutes of Evidence above 
referred to, have decided that it is desirable now to issue fresh Orders 
in relation to this disease. Two such Orders (copies of which are en- 
closed) have, therefore, been made. They will come into operation on 
18th April, 1905, and the attention of the Local Authority is invited 
to the following observations thereon: — 

SHEEP SCAB (IRELAND) ORDER OF 1905. 

(Order No. 55.) 

3. The principal new provisions differentiating this Order from that 
which i.t replaces are — 

(a.) Those appearing at close of Article 2 (2), and in Article 4 of 
the Order ; and 

(b.) Those in Articles 14, 15, 16 (6), and the Second Schedule to 
the Order. 

The objects sought to be attained by these provisions are, in the case of 
those specified at (ft), to secure that the precautions taken in connection 
with known outbreaks shall apply, where necessary, over a larger area, 
as well as being more searching otherwise than has generally been the 
practice hitherto ; and, in the case of those at (b), to establish a satis- 
factory standard in regard to preparations used for the dipping of sheep 
for Scab. 

4. The matter alluded to at (b) above will probably be the subject of a 
further separate communication to the Local Authority ; but as bearing 
on what is stated regarding («) it may be desirable here to say that, 
under the Order (No. 7) which the present Order (No. 55) will revoke, 
the customary procedure on the part of Inspectors has been to restrict 
merely those flocks in which disease has actually been found. The en- 
forcement of dipping in respect of such diseases flocks has, moreover, 
been practically optional. Order No. 55, however, contemplates that 
Detention Restrictions imposed thereunder in respect of flocks in which 
disease appear shall not be withdrawn unless the sheep have been

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thoroughly dipped in an effiicent sheep-dip, in tlie presence and to the 
satisfaction of on Inspector of the Local Authority and are free from 
Sheep iScab ; and furthermore that the place of detention has been 
cleansed and disinfected as required by the Order. But. in addition— 
and this is an important new departure— Order No. 55 contemplates 
(vide Article 4) the isolation of all sheep, other than those in the dis- 
eased flock, that, from their proximity to the place of outbreak, 
their association with any animal in the diseased flock, or from any 
other cause, may be believed or suspected to have been exposed to infec- 
tion, such isolation to be maintained for fifty-six days unless the ani- 
mals are satisfactorily dipped under official inspection in the meantime. 

5. The due execution and enforcement by the Local Authorities of the 
provisions referred to in the last preceding paragraph will, it may be 
hoped, tend materially to limit the danger of spread of infection from 
any neighbourhood where Scab is definitely known to exist. With a 
view specially to secure uniformity and thorough action in the appli- 
cation of such provisions, the Department have prepared, for the in- 
formation of Inspectors, a revised Memorandum, copies of which they 
enclose. The Department trust that the Local Authority will have the 
attention of each of their Inspectors fully directed to the terms of this 
Memorandum. 

6. As it is possible— in connection with outbreaks — that Inspectors of 
Local Authorities will, from time to time, need assistance towards 
placing under isolation the various flocks that may, on enquiry, be re- 
garded as exposed to infection, as well as in afterwards supervising any 
dipping carried out with a view to release of these flocks from isolation, 
the terms of Order No. 55 (vide Articles 4. 5 and 17) allow of additional 
officers being appointed by Local Authorities. The customary require- 
ments 'as to approval by the Department of the proposed rate of re- 
muneration will, of course, apply in respect of any appointment of this 
character. 

SHEEP SCAB (LOCAL REGULATIONS) (IRELAND) ORDER OF 
1905. 

(Order No. 56.) 

7. This, the second of the two Orders now made, groups the various 
powers in regard to the making of regulations which it is thought ad- 
vantageous Local Authorities should possess to enable them to protect 
their districts from the introduction or spread of Sheep Scab. It will 
be for the Local Authorities to determine to what extent these powers 
should be exercised in their respective districts. 

8. The very important new provision in Article 1 (a) of Order No. 56, 
under which regulations for the compulsory dipping of sheep can be put 
in force, should receive as soon as possible the special consideration of 
your Local Authority with a view to the adoption of regulations of this 
character in their district. The Department cannot too strongly urge 
on all Local Authorities the advisability of taking advantage of the 
powers conferred in this respect, as there is ample experience to show 
that widespread enforcement of dipping is not only a most efficient aid 
towards the speedy eradication of Sheep Scab, but is also of general 
benefit in improving the condition of sheep by destroying other skin 
parasites by which such animals are liable to be attacked. 

9. It is also needful to remember, that, independently of tlie considera- 
tions urged in the last preceding paragraph, there is further cogent 
reason why Irish Local Authorities cannot at present lightly disregard 
the need for applying compulsory sheep-dipping regulations. Very 
stringent measures have recently been adopted for combating .Sheep Scab 
m Great Britain ; and, unless it becomes apparent that due effort to- 
wards the same end can lie relied on to be taken also in this country, 
there is grave reason to fear that the question of restriction on sheep 
exports from Ireland to Great Britain — hitherto one of the most im- 
portant branches of the Irish live-stock trad© — will be seriously raised. 

P 2 
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10. The Department have prepared the enclosed form of compulsory 
sheep-dipping regulations, which may serve as a means of assisting the 
Local Authority in framing their own regulations. 

11. Closely allied to the question of adoption of compulsory dipping 
regulations, is the further question of how far the Local Authority, 
having regard to the particular circumstances of their district, should 
take advantage of the powers conferred on them by Section 3 of the 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1903, as to provision of portable dipping 
tanks, or, subject to the Department’s consent, of dipping places, for 
the convenience of sheep owners, many of whom, probably, have no 
requisites of this kind themselves. That such facilities should be avail- 
able is, the Department have reason to know, a matter greatly to bo 
desired in many parts of the country ; and they trust the subject is one 
to which your Local Authority will give careful attention with a view to 
well-considered action as regards their district. As the Section re- 
ferred to indicates, the Local Authority, in providing facilities of the 
kind, could afford the use thereof, and of all necessary appliances and 
materials in connection therewith, to the public upon such terms and 
conditions as the Local Authority might think fit, any sums received 
for such use to be applied by the Local Authority towards the discharge 
of their expenses under the Diseases of Animals Act, 1894. 

12. The Department trust that a special meeting of the Local 
Authority for consideration of the recommendations in this Circular 
will be summoned as early as iiracticable. They will bo glad to supply 
additional copies of this Circular and its enclosures for circulation 
among the members of your Local Authority on being apprised as to the 
number likely to be required for the purpose.

Revised Memorandum for the Information and Guidance of 
Inspectors of Local Authorities under the Diseases of 
Animals Acts. 

SHEEP SCAB. 

1. In view of the provisions of the iSheep Scab (Ireland) Order of 
1905, which will come into operation on 18tli April, 1905, and will, as 
from that date, revoke the Sheep Scab (Ireland) Order of 1900, the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland think it 
desirable, as tending to secure uniformity in working, to draw attention 
specially to the following points which it is requested Local Inspectors 
will note for guidance in connection with the duties under the new 
Order. 

Difference in Bestrictions. 

2. It will be observed that two kinds of Restrictions are provided for 
under the new Order, viz : — Detention Restrictions, applicable (under 
Article 2) at places where Sheep Scab exists or has within twenty-eight 
days existed, and Isolation Restrictions, applicable (under Article 4) 
where sheep, though not manifesting symptoms of the disease, are 
believed or suspected to have been exposed to infection. 
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Service of Detention Notices. 

3. Where Sheep Scab is found to exist, or to have existed within 
twenty-eight days, on any farm or premises, a Detention Notice (on the 
Form A prescribed in the First Schedule to the Order) should be served 
immediately on the owner or person in charge of the animals concerned, 
whose attention should at the same time be fully drawn to its require- 
ments. Such Detent ion Notice should include all the sheep, diseased and 
otherwise, in the flock or on the farm, field, or other place in or on 
which the outbreak has occurred. At the same time the Inspector should 
see that due observance is paid to the statutory requirements as to 
separation of the diseased animals from those not apparently affected. 


Enquiry as to Sheep Exposed to Infection. — Service of Isolation Notices. 

4. Having arranged respecting the detention of the flock in which the 
disease has appeared, the Inspector should, without less of time, enquire 
as to what other sheep have been exposed to infection in connection with 
the outbreak. Bearing in mind the various ways in whioh dissemination 
of Sheep Scab is likely to arise, the Inspector, as a result of such 
enquiry, should, in virtue of his powers under Article 4 of the Order, 
serve an Isolation Notice (on the Form C prescribed in the First 
Schedule to the Order) regarding each lot of sheep apart from those in 
the diseased flock that, from any circumstance, appear to him to have 
come within the range of infection. It is, of course, to be understood 
at the same time that if, in any such outside flock, Sheep Scab were 
actually found to be present, the proper course would be to serve a 
Detention, not an Isolation, Notice respecting these animals. 


Enquiry as to Origin of Outbreak. 

5. The Inspector should likewise endeavour to trace the source of the 
outbreak, and should apprise the Local Authority and the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland as fo his conclusions 
on this point. Where his investigations result in suspicion being cast 
on sheep in some other district, either as being the animals from 
which the disease may have been contracted, or as having themselves 
been exposed to infection in connection with the outbreak, he should 
forthwith communicate with the Inspector of such other district (and 
with the Department of Agriculture and Technical instruction for Ire- 
land) so that the necessary action may be taken. 


Dipping of Sheep. 

6. It should be the aim of the Inspector to have the disease eradicated 
as early as possible in every instance. He should therefore, whenever a 
Detention Notice is in force, exercise, with as little delay as practicable, 
the power conferred on him by Article 3 of the Order of requiring all the 
sheep to which the Detention Notice applies to be dipped thoroughly in 
an efficient Sheep-dip, or (if there is reason to apprehend that dipping 
might be attended with danger) to be otherwise treated for Sheep Scab 
in his presence, and to his satisfaction. Where dipping is carried out 
it will be advisable to have it repeated, ,at intervals of not less than ten 
or more than fourteen days, until the disease has finally disappeared. 
Where resort is had to treatment other than dipping the periods of its 
application may be determined according to circumstances, but at least 
one thorough dipping in an efficient Sheep-dip must, it will be observed 
from Article 2 of the Order, be carried out in an Inspector’s presence, 
and to his satisfaction, before a Detention Notice can be ultimately 
withdrawn. Other essential requirements prior to withdrawal of a 
Detention Notice are that the sheep are free from Sheep Scab and that 
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the place of detention has been disinfected in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article 6 of the Order. Sheep to which an Isolation 
Notice applies will, however, at any time during the fifty-six days for 
which a Notice of this latter kind may remain in force cease to be further 
subject to the Notice on undergoing one thorough dipping in an efficient 
Sheep-dip in the presence and to the satisfaction of an Inspector of the 
Local Authority or other authorised officer. 


Certificates of Dipping — Kinds of Dip to be Used. 

7. When sheep are satisfactorily dipped under the Order in the 
presenoe of an Inspector or other authorised officer, a Certificate as to 
such dipping should, in every instance, be given to the owner or person 
in charge (on the Form D prescribed in the First Schedule to the Order). 
The dip used may be — 

(u.) any one of the three kinds specified in the Second Schedule to 
the Order, or 

(6.) some preparation otherwise approved by the Department and 
'bearing on the manufacturer’s label an indication that it has 
been so approved. 

Where the dip is of one of the kinds referred to at (a) the Inspector 
or officer will be justified in certifying that the prescribed dipping has 
been thoroughly performed if each sheep has undergone a period of 
immersion of not less than half a minute. If, however, the preparation 
used is of the class alluded to at ( b ), the instructions issued by the 
manufacturers both as to the amount of dilution and the period of 
immersion should be carefully observed. 


Disinfection. 

8. This is a matter which, it is to be feared, has not always hitherto 
received proper attention in connection with Sheep Scab outbreaks. It 
is, however, a most necessary step in dealing with the disease. Each 
Inspector should therefore thoroughly familiarise himself with the re- 
quirements on the subject contained in Article 6 (1) of the Order, with 
a view to the due enforcement of such requirements so far as circum- 
stances admit. Even in the case of fields and open spaces some security 
can be obtained by the disinfection of the folds and rubbing places to 
which such sheep resort, and by the collection and destruction of the 
tufts of wool both from such places and from the hedges and fences 
to which diseased sheep have had access. Such preliminary steps as are 
possible to secure disinfection should be undertaken at once and re- 
peated during the continuance of the outbreak, in order to minimise the 
risk of the spread of the disease to other animals in the flock by 
mediate contagion from wool or other infective material, leaving the 
final and more thorough process to be completed when the disease has 
been eradicated on the particular premises. 


Filling in of Notices — Despatch of Copies. 

9. Inspectors serving Notices or furnishing Certificates under the 
Order should be careful that such documents are, in all cases, properly 
filled in, and that copies are supplied as directed in the Order. In all 
Detention or Isolation Notices the farm, field, yard, shed, or other place 
where the sheep are required to be kept for the purposes of the Notice 
should be clearly described, mention being made also of the name of the 
occupier, and the townland and county in which the place is situate. 
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Movement , in Special Circumstances , of Detained Sheep. 

10. If special circumstances arise rendering it desirable that any sheep 
to which a Detention Notice applies should be moved to other lands or 
premises than those specified in the Detention Notice, the particulars 
should be communicated to the Department so that it may be considered 
whether a Licence sanctioning such movement should be granted under 
Article 10 (3) of the Order. 


Decrease in Number of Detained Sheep. ■ 

11. The Inspector should impress upon owners or persons in charge 
that any decrease in the number of sheep in a place of detention, 
through death or any other cause, should be promptly notified to the 
police. 


Prevention of Sheep Scab. 

12. It would be well if Inspectors in the course of their visits took the 
opportunity of strongly urging on sheep-owners the importance of 
taking precautions to guard against the introduction of the disease into 
their farms. Fences should be maintained in good order. Newly- 
purchased sheep should not be allowed to mix with other sheep on the 
place until careful observation has shown that they are free from dis- 
ease. The sheep should, moreover, be properly dipped. A similar 
course should be adopted as regards unsold sheep brought back from a 
market or fair before they are again put with other sheep on the farm.

SHEEP SCAB. 


Compulsory Dipping of Sheep. 

The Local Authority of the County of , by virtue and in 

exercise of the powers conferred on them by the Diseases of Animals 
Acts, 1894 to 1903, and the -Sheep Scab (Local Regulations) (Ireland) 
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Order of 1905, .and of every other power enabling them in this behalf 
do hereby make the following Regulations: — 

Commencement and Extent of Operation. 

1. — These Regulations shall come into operation on the day of 
, 1905, and shall apply to each District described in the 
First Schedule to these Regulations, hereinafter called a Scheduled 
District. 


Compulsory Dipping of all Sheep in each Scheduled District. 

2. — (1.) In each year during which these Regulations are in operation 
the owner of any sheep whioh may be in a Scheduled District between 
the following dates, viz., 


shall cause the same to be treated for sheep-scab 'between such dates by 
effective dipping in an efficient sheep-dip. 

(2.) The treatment of sheep prescribed by this Article shall be carried 
out on such dates, at such dipping places, and in such manner as shall 
be required by a Notice signed by an Inspector of the Local Authority 
or other authorised officer, and served by post, or otherwise, on the 
owner or person in charge of the sheep referred to in the Notice. 

(3.) If the owner of any sheep in a Scheduled District fails to treat 
suoli sheep in accordance with this Article, the Local Authority may at 
any time, without prejudice to the recovery of any penalty for such 
default, cause such sheep to be treated for sheep-scab by effective dip- 
ping in an efficient sheep-dip, and may recover summarily the expenses 
of such treatment from such owner. 


Returns by Owners of Sheep in each Scheduled District. 

3. — (1.) Every owner of sheep in a Scheduled District shall, within 
fourteen days after the conmmencement of these Regulations, and subse- 
quently in the month of April in any year during which these Regula- 
tions are in operation, send by post or deliver to the Clerk of the Local 
Authority a return showing the name or description of the farm or 
holding or other premises in the Scheduled District upon which the 
sheep are, the description of liis sheep on such farm or holding or 
other premises, and the number of such sheep so far as such number 
can reasonably be ascertained. 

(2.) The owner of any sheep brought into a Scheduled District after 
the date prescribed for the above-mentioned return, shall send or deliver 
a similar return relating to the sheep so brought into the District. 

(3.) Every return shall be made on a form approved by the Local 
Authority, who will provide forms for this purpose to owners of sheep 
applying therefor. 


Restriction on Exposure at Markets , &c. 

4. In any year during which these Regulations are in operation, 
sheep shall not, until after the expiration of the period fixed for the 
dipping under Article 2 of these Regulations, be exposed for sale or 
exhibition in any market, fair, saleyard, or place of exhibition in a 
Scheduled District unless they shall have within twenty-eight days be- 
fore such exposure been thoroughly dipped in an efficient sheep-dip in 
the presence, and to the satisfaction, of an Inspector of the Local 
Authority or other authorized officer. 
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Restriction of Movement out of each Scheduled District. 

5. — (1.) Sheep shall not be moved out of a Scheduled District unless — 

(i.) they are accompanied by a licence authorising such movement 
granted by an Inspector of the Local Authority or other authorized 
officer. 

(ii.) they are moved direct to a slaughter-house, having previous to 
such movement been marked by the painting or stamping with an 
indelible composition of red colour of a broad line down the back and 
another broad line across the loins of each sheep, thus + , each line 
being not less than nine inches long. 

(2.) A licence for movement under this Article shall only be 
granted — 

(i.) upon production to the Inspector or other authorized officer 
granting the licence of (a.) a certificate showing that the sheep to be 
moved iiave, within twenty-eight days before the licence is granted, 
been thoroughly dipped in an efficient sheep-dip in the presence, and 
to the satisfaction, of an Inspector of the Local Authority or other 
'authorized officer ; and (6) a declaration signed by the owner of the 
sheep, or his agent authorized in writing for this purpose, to the 
effect that the sheep to be moved are sheep referred to in the certificate 
'and tli at since tine dipping the sheep have been kept separate from other 
sheep not so dipped ; or 

(ii.) upon production of (a) a certificate by a duly qualified 
veterinary surgeon to the effect that he has within ten days before the 
licence is granted examined each of the sheep to be moved, and found 
it to be free from sheep-scab, and (6) 'a declaration signed by the 
owner of the sheep, or his agent authorized in writing for this pur- 
pose, to the effect that since such examination the sheep have been 
kept separate from other sheep, and have not been exposed in any 
market, fair, saleyard, or exhibition. 

(3.) A declaration shall be retained by the Inspector, or other 
authorized officer, granting a licence thereon. A certificate shall also be 
so retained unless it refers to more sheep than are proposed to be moved, 
in which case a note shall be made thereon and initialled by the In- 
spector, or other authorised officer, who grants the Licence, stating the 
number of the sheep for which the Licence is granted. 

(4.) The licence shall be in force for six days, inclusive of the day of 
issue. 

(5.) Sheep moved under this Article to a slaughter-house within the 
District of the Local Authority shall after their arrival thereat be there 
detained until they are slaughtered. 


Provisions as to Farms on Borders of Scheduled Districts. 

6. Where any farm or holding is situate partly within and partly 
without a Scheduled District, but wholly within the District of the 
Local Authority, the provisions of these Regulations shall apply to all 
siieep on suoli farm or holding as if they were in the Scheduled District. 


Certificates of Dipping. 

7. Where, under these Regulations, sheep are dipped in the presence, 
and to the satisfaction, of an Inspector of the Local Authority or 
other authorized officer, he shall give the owner or person in charge of 
the sheep a certificate to that effect, on a Form to be provided bv the 
Local Authority. J 
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Provision for Movement through Scheduled District. 

8. For the purposes of these Regulations, sheep shall not be deemed 
to be moved out of a Scheduled District in any case where they are 
moved through such District by railway from a place outside such 
District to another place outside such District without unnecessary 
delay and without the sheep being untrucked or re-booked within such 
District. 

Interpretation. 

9. In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise requires — 

“ Efficient sheep-dip ” has the same meaning as in the Sheep-Scab 
(Ireland) Order of 1905. 

“ Authorized officer” means an officer authorized by the Local Authority 
for the purposes of Articles 4 and 5 of the Sheep-Scab (Ireland) Order 
of 1905, or of these Regulations.

INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 


SHEEP DIPS FOR SHEEP SCAB. 


In pursuance of the recommendation contained in paragraph 34 of 
tile Report of tile Departmental Committee appointed by the Board of 
Agriculture and Fisheries in Great Britain to investigate experimentally 
and report upon certain questions connected with the dipping and treat- 
ment of sheep, the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
for Ireland have in their recent Order entitled the Sheep Scab (Ireland) 
Order of 1905 incorporated a Schedule in which is set out the composi- 
tion of certain preparations which have been proved by experiment to 
be suitable for use as Sheep Dips without detriment to the fleeces of the 
animals dipped, and, if properly employed, to be effective cures for 
Sheep Scab. 

The Order provides that any one of these preparations shall constitute 
an efficient Sheeej) Dip within the meaning of the Order, and an In- 
spector will lie justified in certifying that, where one of these prepara- 
tions is used, the prescribed dipping has been thoroughly performed if 
each sheep has undergone a period of immersion of not less than half a 
minute. 

Although the Department have not included in the above-mentioned 
Schedule any preparation containing arsenic, it is not to be assumed 
from this omission that the Department do not concur in the view ex- 
pressed in the Report of the Committee (page 12) that “ the arsenic 
dips are thoroughly effective in curing .Scab.” The possible danger to 
human beings attendant upon the preparation of such dips renders it 
advisable, however, that they should be compounded by qualified persons 
only. 

The Department at the same time recognise that there are many 
Sheep Dips on sale which may be regarded as equally efficient cures for 
Sheep Scab, and they are making arrangements for the examination 
where necessary, of any dips for Sheep Scab which the manufacturers 
may submit to them for approval. 

On being satisfied that a preparation may be relied upon as a cure for 
Sheep Scab, the Department will issue their formal approval to the 
manufacturer with an intimation that he is at liberty to label the pre- 
paration to that effect when offering it for sale. 

An Inspector will be justified in regarding as an approved Sheep Dip 
any preparation which bears a label indicating that it is prepared in 
accordance with the requirements of the Department, or that it has been- 
approved by them. 

Where preparations other than those appearing in the Second Schedule 
of the Order are made use of, the instructions issued by the manu- 
facturer as to the amount of dilution and as to the period of immersion 
should be carefully observed.

EPIZOOTIC LYMPHANGITIS. 


The Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland 
desire to state that the contagious disease among horses known as 
Epizootic Lymphangitis, which, when it first appeared in Ireland in 
the autumn of the year 1903, was confined to miltiary horses, has, 
during the last few months, been found among horses belonging to 
civilians in the Counties of Kilkenny and Waterford. 

Special measures have been adopted for the prevention of the spread of 
the disease ; and, with a view to its final eradication, the Department 
cannot too strongly impress on all persons who either possess horses 
suspected to be suffering from Epizootic Lymphangitis or who may be- 
come aware of any suspected case of the disease, the urgent necessity for 
bringing every such case under the immediate notice of the Lccal 
Authorities under the Diseases of Animals Acts, and of the Police, in 
order that the requisite action may be taken with the least possible 
delay 

Epizootic Lymphangitis is a contagious disease, presenting symptoms 
characterised by an eruptive condition of the lymphatics of the skin of 
the legs, head, neck, or other parts of the body where lymphatic vessels 
lie near the surface and are consequently liable to be exposed to abra- 
sions or more serious injuries. 

In most cases it is first observed that small ncdules or swellings have 
formed, varying in size from a pea to a walnut. These swellings, 
eventually burst, become ulcers, and discharge a thick yellowish material 
(commonly called “ matter”) containing the micro-organism— the crypto- 
coccus — which is the cause of the disease. The ulcers usually are near 
the site of a previous wound, the place at which probably the animal- 
first became inoculated with the infection. Such previous wound may 
have been a saddle or other harness sore, or the result of a kick or 
bruise received while hunting, jumping, or in other ways.. The ulcers 
do not heal readily ; their edges become hard, raised, and in the centre 
red granulations (generally called “ proud flesh”) appear. When the 
“ matter” dries, thick, dirty yellowish: scabs are formed. 

In most cases there is a discharge from one or both of the nostrils. 
Ulcers may appear on the mucous membrane of the nose, and the glands 
under the jaw may increase in size. 

The micro-organism is easily transferred from a wound on a diseased 
horse to one on a healthy horse by the agency of sponges, rubbers, 
bruslies, and other stable utensils, or even by the hands of the attendant. 

In every instance where it is suspected that a horse is affected with 
this disease, the animal should be isolated at once. All stable utensils 
of every kind which lrSve been used about the animal should be put aside 
for its exclusive use. The person who attends such suspected case 
should not be employed in any way about other horses, and should not 
visit stables in which they are kept. 

Owners of horses will do well to exercise a watchful care over their 
horses, and, if any symptoms resembling those above indicated appear, 
they should give prompt notice of the supposed existence of the disease 
to the Police of the district in which the animal is located. 

The Department will be glad to have the earliest possible information 
that can be afforded of any suspected cases of the disease.
